The HRO 60 and later NC 400 and HRO500 were used by US AID and MARS stations 
around the world. W5QDC got both a rack mounted HRO 60 and NC 400 thru 
Army MARS to use even after the surplus equipment program ended. He was a 
state MARS director and net control. 


Other receivers that made the rounds of Government use but never assigned 
DOD numbers include Squires Sanders, 75A2, 3, 4, Collins S Line, Eldico, 
Hallicrafters SX101 and Sx115, Watkins Johnson, and Racal. Probably were 
others. The FCC used the Collins S line 

and HRO 500 for fixed and portable monitoring.

I was fortunate in that my WG-289 came in its original box complete with a 
manual even though I picked it up at a flea/swap. RCA's high voltage 
probes are a bit of an enigma because they don't mark the model number on 
the probe, only on the box, which of course gets lost. To make things more 
difficult the manual is generic for several models and configurations of HV 
probes. You will have to reverse engineer your probe to find out what 
value the multiplier resistor is. The value may or may not be marked on 
the resistor (keep the surface of the resistor clean so you won't degrade 
its accuracy). My manual lists five values: Resistor WG-206, 1090 meg; 
WG-207, 991 meg; WG-208, 400 meg; WG-209, 480 meg; and WG-210, 900 meg. 


Here's how the different resistor values apply to various meters and their 
resulting scale factors: The 1090 meg resistor is used with an 11 meg VTVM 
(which has an input resistance of 10 megs, the 11 meg specification is due 
to the 1 meg resistor in the DC probe tip; the scale factor being 100. The 
991 meg resistor is used with a 10 meg VTVM with a scale factor of 100. 

The 400 meg resistor is used with Simpson 260, 445, and 1005 VOM's with a 
scale factor of 5 and the Simpson 221 with a scale factor of 10. The 480 
meg resistor is used with a Triplett 630 (and other manufacturer's VOM's) 
with a scale factor of 5. The 900 meg resitor is used with the Hickok 435, 
543 and 538 VOM's with a scale factor of 10. Hope this partial listing 
will help. 73.

Thanks, Ed, <k4pf£@juno.com> and Chuck, <cbmcg@home.com> for your 
information. With your info and my 1971 Allied catalog, which specified a 
50,000 VDC range when used with a WV-98C with a 11 meg input impedance, I 
arrived at the following specs: 


The WV-98C probably has a 500V range (the WV-500B does), when used with 
the WG-289 to read up to 50,000 V, gives a 100-1 multiplier. If the probe 
has a 1089 meg resistor and is used in series with the 11 meg meter input 
impedance, the ratio is (10894+11)/11 = 1100/11 = 100 to 1 ratio.

Interesting URL! There are a number of tube rebuilders out there, 
specializing in CRTs, military display tubes, industrial vacuum tubes etc. 
Unfortunately it's hard (i.e. impossible) to find anyone who rebuilds 
Tektronix CRTs - as most of the older ones were built by Tektronix, and 
replacement guns aren't available. It might be possible to replace the 
filament/cathode though. I recently had a Tek scope with a busted 
(literally) CRT. I pulled the gun for closer examination. The 
filament/cathode structure was quite simple, but replacing them would not 
be simple! 


I thought the guy selling the rebuild gear was a bit optimistic about how 

much money you could make rebuilding CRTs. He ignores the cost of failures 

and the retail cost (including markup, replacement and misc work by the TV 
repair guy) to the ultimate customer. Most people would buy a new set, with 
all the current bells and whistles, rather than pay $2-300 to revive an old TV. 


I think folks on the BA list sometimes forget the incredible numbers of 


vacuum tubes being built at present - just usually not the kinds we use! 
Not including my boatanchors, there are probably more vacuum tubes in my 
house now than was the case when I was a kid. Mostly CRTs and magnetrons of 
course, but the technology is the same and requires all the same kinds of 
glass-metal seals, special metals, getters, cathodes, grids, high vacuum, 
etc. Then there are the specialized vacuum tubes used in scientific 
instruments, such as electron and x-ray sources, vacuum measurement devices 
etc. It isn't the glass/vacuum technology that is at risk of being lost so 
much as the tricks of the trade in terms of the physical structure of 
complex tubes. 


I expect that within the next few years vacuum tubes will really start to 
become rarities as more and more CRTs (and other devices) are replaced by 
solid state devices.
